Tulips  for  bedding  are  the  most  popular  and  effective  of  all  hardy,  bulbous  plants.  In  our  descriptions  we 
give  the  color  and  average  height  to  which  they  grow.  For  pot  culture  and  forcing  for  Winter  cut  flowers  they 
are  invaluable. 

For  outdoor  planting,  4  inches  to  the  bottom  of  the  bulb  is  deep  enough,  and  a  distance  of  5  to  6  inches  between 
the  bulbs  is  sufficient.  They  may  be  planted  in  October  and  November,  before  the  ground  freezes.  For  pot  culture, 
a  compost  of  two  parts  loam  to  one  part  light  manure,  with  some  sand  intermixed,  is  suitable.  From  three  to  five 
bulbs,  according  to  size,  in  a  5-inch  pot,  are  very  effective.  The  pot  should  be  buried  until  the  bulbs  are  well 
rooted. 

A,  B,  and  C  indicate  season  for  flowering.  A  and  B  may  be  planted  to  flower  about  the  same  time  in  the 
open  ground;  C  flowers  later.  The  figures  indicate  average  height  in  inches.

The 
accompanying  diagram,  reproduced  from  Popu¬ 
lar  Gardening,  conveys  the  information  much 
more  clearly  and  briefly  than  we  could  describe 
it.  The  chart  will  bear  careful  study.  Out¬ 
door  planting  should  be  done  early  in  the 
Fall  to  secure  healthy  plants,  vigorous  foliage 
and  beautiful  flowers.
